MARGERY is a brilliant cerise rose with a deeper rose throat. Its color has a 
sparkle and luster that must be seen to be appreciated. Here is a real com- 
mercial in just the color the florists are looking for. 


Its field performance is tops, spikes are tall, straight and uniform and are 
easy to cut with good stem length. 


Florets are 5” in diameter slightly ruffled with perfect placement and 
firm attachment. Margery has the ability to open when cut in bud. Flor- 
ets open progressively and will hold 8 or more open with most of the re- 
maining buds showing color. 


Under ordinary field culture the spikes will average 21 buds with a 26” 
flowerhead and a field height of 58”. Foliage is deep green and healthy. 
Margery produces high crowned and healthy bulbs. Bulblets are of aver- 
age size and germinate easily. Propagation is good. Blooms in about 70 
days. 


Color and size classification 462. 


Margery has an outstanding show record. Under average culture and 
with but a limited number of bulbs it won the American Home Achieve- 
ment Award at the Wisconsin Glad Society Show at Two Rivers in 1951. 
Also best single, three spike and basket Seedling Award and Reserve 
Champ at this same show. In addition it won other single, three spike 
and Basket Seedling Awards at other Wisconsin shows the past three 
seasons. 


Its winnings include four Trophies, 2 N.A.G.C. Medals plus many Ro- 
settes and Blue Ribbons.

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RED RADIANCE 
(Red Charm x Spotlight) 


RED RADIANCE is a clear bright red without blotch or markings. A 
very clean and glowing color. Florets are 5” across, well spaced and attached. 
Up to 8 well placed blooms open with 6 additional buds showing color on a 
spike of 20 or more buds. Florets are of smooth leathery texture and do not 
bruise nor crush easily. 


Spikes are straight and strong 56” tall with a 25” flowerhead. Good pro- 
pagator and bulblet germination is excellent. Blooms in approximately 85 days. 


Red Radiance is a real commercial as it is one of those easy to cut varieties 
making tall spikes on plants of medium height. Stems are very hard and firm, 
and the color is the brightest red we have seen. Has healthy foliage and makes 
sound high crowned bulbs.

PINK BOUQUET (Woodcock) I rate Pink Bouquet as one of the finest com- 
mercial prospects of recent years. It is a tall, vigorous, healthy grower 
with exceptionally long flowerheads. Field height easily up to 60 inches 
inches and it will produce spikes with up to 32 buds, opening 10 to 12 
florets. Ordinary field culture will average 22 buds or more. Color is a 
light pink, of Pink Radiance color value, but with a clean, creamy throat. 
Florets open nicely, lie flat against the stem and look you squarely in the 
face. Placement is usually informal, nice for compact bunching, but oc- 
casional spikes come with very formal placement. The buds are a very 
pretty peach color. My tests for opening prove that 10 florets will open 
with only the bottom 4 showing color. Florets open rather slowly, both in 
the field and when cut in bud, a prime commercial requisite. Bulblet pro- 
duction is medium; germination is average. This may not prove a startling 
exhibition variety although it has won top awards for the originator at 
some of our toughest Wisconsin shows, inclnuding Seedling and Grand 
Champion at the 1948 Manitowoc Show; single and three spike excellent 
rating at Sheboygan in 1949, together with rosette and single spike divi- 
sion champion at same show.
